Tributes for 
ex-mayor ‘of 
many talents’ 


TRIBUTES have flooded in for 
former borough and town may¬ 
or Councillor Tim Marks who 
died suddenly on Monday. 

Cllr Marks, a serving borough 
and county councillor, was on 
a committee site visit when he 
died. 

Haverhill Town Council held 
a minute’s silence at its meeting 
on Tuesday night. 

Leader of the county council, 
Colin Noble, said: “As a well re¬ 
spected man, Tim had a warm 
and friendly relationship with 
council members, officers and 
the communities he served so 
well. He will be remembered 
and missed by everyone. 

“Details are still emerging but 
it is understood he was on a de¬ 
velopment control committee 
site visit in his role as a St Ed- 
mundsbury borough councillor 
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when he collapsed.” 

Cllr Marks, who lived in Haver¬ 
hill, was elected a town council¬ 
lor in 2003, a county councillor 
in 2005 and a borough council¬ 
lor in 2007. 

He was Mayor of St Edmunds- 
bury in 2012/13 and welcomed 
the Rwandan Olympic team to 
the borough for a training camp. 
He served as town mayor twice. 

At Tuesday’s meeting, Cllr Pat 
Hanlon said: “He was a very 
busy man. He loved what he was 
doing and he loved the job of 
being a councillor. 

“That stems from what hap¬ 
pened yesterday. He loved the 
job of being a councillor even 


though he was very, very ill at 
the time.” 

Leader of the borough coun¬ 
cil, John Griffiths, said: “Tim was 
a man of so many talents and a 
true gentleman who was much 
liked and respected by mem¬ 
bers, officers and staff alike.” 

West Suffolk MP, Matthew 
Hancock, said: “Tim’s life was 
one of public service. The work 
that he did has left a legacy of 
improvement to the town that 
he loved and he will be sadly 
missed.” 

Cllr Marks leaves a widow, 
Margaret, who is a borough 
councillor. 

More tributes will be made 
at Haverhill’s full Town Council 
meeting on Tuesday, January 19, 
at Haverhill Arts Centre. 

Details of Cllr Marks’ funeral 
will be released in due course.

School trust 
head to leave 
after 13 years

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THE head of an academy 
trust is leaving her post at 
the end of this school term. 

Madeleine Vigar will 
leave the Castle Partnership 
Academy Trust at Easter af¬ 
ter 13 years leading Haver¬ 
hill schools. She will be set¬ 
ting up her own education 
consultancy, mentoring 
headteachers on the chal¬ 
lenges of school leadership. 

She said: “I feel enor¬ 
mously privileged to have 
worked with very many fan¬ 
tastic people in our town. I 
have thoroughly enjoyed 
working with the children, 
young people, staff, gov¬ 
ernors and parents at our 
three schools and am con¬ 
fident that they will go from 
strength to strength.” 

It is not yet confirmed 
who will replace Ms Vigar, 
but she will be working 
with the trust’s board of di¬ 
rectors to ensure a smooth 
transition. 

John Baillie, chair of the 
board, said: “The board of 
directors is confident that 
Ms Vigar leaves the trust 
and its academies with 
leadership teams who will 
continue to deliver ex¬ 
cellent education for the 
young people of Haverhill 
and beyond. Ms Vigar is 
supporting the board in de¬ 
veloping a succession plan 
and we are working with 
the regional schools com¬ 
missioner to ensure that 
the vision of the trust can 
continue to develop.” 

Ms Vigar took over as 
headteacher of Castle Man¬ 
or Upper School in 2003 
and, alongside the chair of 
the board of directors Alan 
Pearson, helped design the 
academy trust’s current all- 
through curriculum. 

During her time as a 
Haverhill school leader, she 


has worked at Castle Manor 
Upper School, which be¬ 
came Castle Manor Busi¬ 
ness and Enterprise Col¬ 
lege, Castle Hill Middle 
School, Place Farm Com¬ 
munity Primary School 
and Burton End Primary 
School. Her team took Cas¬ 
tle Manor to an outstand¬ 
ing Ofsted rating in 2010. 

Ms Vigar said: “When I 
arrived at Castle Manor as 
headteacher, I insisted that 
students wore the correct 
uniform - it caused quite a 
stir and, much to my hor¬ 
ror, made the front page of 
the local newspapers! 


“I quickly became very 
proud of our students, who 
designed a smart new uni¬ 
form, went on to become 
excellent leaders and they 
continue to impress with 
their professionalism, re¬ 
silience, optimism, under¬ 
standing and drive.” 

Last year, Castle Manor 
received lower maths GCSE 
results than expected and 
received a warning letter to 
improve from the depart¬ 
ment for education. The 
academy trust’s communi¬ 
cations manager Jason An¬ 
dre said Ms Vigar’s depar¬ 
ture was unrelated to this.

‘Diet pills almost killed me’ 


Lewis Brown’s family 
were called to say 
goodbye when he 
overdosed on diet 
pills after becoming 
obsessed with getting the 
perfect summer body. 
Miraculously, he pulled 
through, but others have 
died after taking the 
drugs. 

Now he’s speaking out to 
warn of the dangers of 
taking the tablets. 


A DAD from Haverhill who 
wanted a perfect ‘beach 
body’ was given hours to live 
after he overdosed on con¬ 
troversial diet pills - which 
“cooked” his body from the 
inside. 

Lewis Brown, 25, started 
going to the gym to get fit but 
quickly became obsessed 
with working out and start¬ 
ed taking steroids to gain a 
15-and-a-half stone frame. 

The lab worker - who went 
to the gym everyday - then 
turned to diet pills, DNP, last 
summer to help him lose ex¬ 
tra fat so he could add more 
muscle. 

But the father-of-one over¬ 
dosed when he took eight of 
the Tat burners’ in a day and 
the poisonous chemicals in¬ 
creased his body tempera¬ 
ture to almost 42 degrees. 

Doctors at Addenbrooke’s 
were forced to put Lewis 
into a coma while they cov¬ 
ered him in ice, but when 
his muscles started to die, 
his devastated family were 
called to say goodbye. 

Miraculously Lewis pulled 
through - but not before 
medics were forced to cut 
out a leg muscle which had 
died. 

Now he is warning of the 
dangers of the pills which 
can be bought for just 3p 
each online. 

Lewis said: “I was so out of 
it about getting bigger that I 
thought I was unstoppable. I 
just wanted to be better than 
anyone else. 

“I was a different person 
then - everyone has said. All 
I was interested in was get¬ 
ting bigger and I just didn’t 
know what I was doing. 

“I’m just lucky that I’m still 
alive.” 

Lewis, who lives with part¬ 
ner Tara Watterson, 25, start¬ 
ed going to the gym when he 
was aged 20 and weighed a 
healthy 10 stone. 

But around two years 
ago he started using ster¬ 
oids he bought online and 
from friends to bulk up, and 
reached around 15-and-a- 
half stone. 

He paid around £100 a 
month for the drugs, which 
he would inject or take orally 



two or three times a week. 

Despite noticing he was 
becoming aggressive and 
obsessive, the gym fanatic 
continued with his regime. 

As well as taking steroids, 
he bought DNP pills - dini- 
trophenol - online for £30 a 
packet, in a bid to get a ‘sum¬ 
mer body’ in july. 

DNP accelerates metabo¬ 
lism and causes the body’s 
temperature to rise. 

He had taken three or four 
of the tablets a day for a cou¬ 
ple of weeks in early 2015, 
but on July 23 he took eight 
in 12 hours - his first day 
back on the tablets. 

The near-fatal dose was 
the exact number taken by 
student Eloise Parry, 21, 
from Shrewsbury, who died 
just months earlier. 

“I was hoping the steroids 
would keep the muscles, but 
the tablets would strip the 
fat,” he said. 

“I took three in the morn¬ 
ing and I didn’t feel anything 
for a few hours, so stupidly I 
took another five.” 

Realising his mistake 
when he started to get hotter 
and hotter, he drove himself 
to accident and emergency 
at Addenbrooke’s. 

Medics ordered him to 
drink a charcoal drink to 
‘soak up’ the chemicals, but 
the toxic chemicals were al¬ 
ready attacking his body. 

His temperature soared 
to 39.8 degrees, and doctors 
put him in an induced coma 
and gave him ice baths, 
while warning his family to 
prepare for the worst. 

“They said if I didn’t drink 
it I could die,” he said. “I 
remember drinking it, but 
that’s the last thing I remem¬ 
ber. Apparently after that I 
started to get really confused 
and they called my family. 

“My body was just heating 
up and cooking from the in¬ 
side out. 

“I was put in the coma I 
think to stop my body mov¬ 
ing and doing anything that

would cause heat. 

“The doctors told my fam¬ 
ily I could have just two or 
three hours to live, and that I 
wouldn’t make it through the 
night. They all thought that 
was it.” 

He spent three days in a 
coma and a week in inten¬ 
sive care, before doctors 
were forced to perform three 
operations to cut out his en¬ 
tire muscle at the front of his 
left leg. It had been killed off 
when it was “cooked” by the 
drugs, and it took Lewis four 
months to recover and get 
back to work. 

Lewis, who had previously 
never revealed the full extent 
of his obsession to his fam¬ 
ily, has spoken out to raise 
awareness of the dangers of 
steroids and diet pills. 

He added: “I’ve got this leg 
now, but it’s just something I 
have to deal with. 

“I’m getting back to my old 
self. My family are really re¬ 
lieved. The doctors have said 
I’m very lucky to be alive. 

“I’m going to go back to the 
gym because I like to keep 
fit, but I’m never touching 
pills or steroids ever again.”

Mobile phone stolen

A MOBILE phone was stolen from a 
pub after a man confused staff by 
trying to change money. 

The incident took place at 
10.30pm on January 2 at the Bull 
Pub in Haverhill’s Market Square. 

Sgt Matt Gilbert, of Haverhill 
Police, said a man went into the 
pub with £120 in £20 notes and 
asked for tens. There was a bit 
of distraction and the man left, 
slipping a phone into his pocket on 
the way out. 

The stolen phone was a Samsung 
S5, which retails at more than £300. 

Police inquiries are ongoing, call 
101 if you have information. 
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HUNDREDS of thousands of 
pounds are to be handed out to 
charities and voluntary organisa¬ 
tions.

Of the £246,006 to be given out 
in grants, a whopping £182,000 will 
go to Suffolk West Citizens’ Advice 
Bureau, which runs the Haverhill 
Citizens’ Advice Bureau in Lower 
Downs Slade. The money will go 
towards reviewing the way that 
clients access services and making 
sure people see the most appropri¬ 
ate agency. 

Jane Ballard, district manager of 
Suffolk West Citizens’ Advice, said: 
“We are extremely grateful for the 
level of support we get from the lo¬ 
cal authority.” 

Haverhill-based charity REACH 
Community Projects is to receive 
a £5,000 grant. The charity, which 



runs a furniture bank, food bank 
and debt advice service, will use the 
money to run a supported volun¬ 
teer service which will enable peo¬ 
ple with physical and learning dis¬ 
abilities to volunteer at their food 
banks. 

Henry Wilson, of REACH, said: 
“We want people who might not 


necessarily get the chance to have 
that opportunity.” 

The Voluntary Network is to re¬ 
ceive £9,860 to develop a befriend¬ 
ing contact service to supplement 
its current befriending scheme for 
elderly people. 

The contact service will see vol¬ 
unteers help the people they have 


befriended make the steps towards 
going to a day centre or social club. 

Other grant are to go to Homes- 
tart and Relate. 

Applications for further commu¬ 
nity chest grants open in April. To 
find out more, visit www.westsuf- 
folk.gov.uk/community/communi¬ 
ty-grants, cfm.

Is this year going to be the one when 
at last we start to take the antibiotics 
crisis seriously? Because this slow- 
burning crisis is now threatening to 
undermine the very existence of 
modern medicine. 

If 2016 is going potentially to be 
this happy year, then it behoves us 
all to take this moment to look more 
deeply into the way that, unhappily, 
the precious and irreplaceable 
resource of antibiotics has been all- 
but-completely squandered. 

For this crisis is more than just a 
disaster-in-waiting for the health of 
each and every one of us. It serves as 
an indictment of our culture's ruling 
principles. 

For this could only happen in 
a culture that prizes individual 
choice above all and that therefore 
refuses to put the common good 
above the whims of time-pressed 
doctors employing antibiotics as 
placebos, patients who as consumers 
demand them in the absence of 


sound medical rationale, and above 
all the short-termist practices of 
industrialised farming. 

We need to recalibrate our culture 
and reintroduce the balance that 
comes from giving due weight to 
the public good in matters of public 
health. 

A national health service should 
serve the health of the nation, the 
public, and not have its ability to 
achieve that goal compromised by 
pandering to consumerist principles 
and to farmers who are willing to 
make us collectively pay the ultimate 
price for 'cheap food.' 

Uniquely precious resources such 
as antibiotics need to be strictly 
reserved for situations in which they 
are necessary. 

It should quite simply be forbidden 
to dish them out.

A FOOTBALL organisation will 
be able to offer more training, ac¬ 
tivities and community events 

- thanks to a grant of more than 
£300,000 to improve its facilities. 

Haverhill Community Sports As¬ 
sociation, based at the New Croft 
in Chalkstone Way, has received 
the grant from the Premier League 
and the FA Facilities Fund. 

The fund gave out 163 grants be¬ 
tween June and December last year 

- but the £321,450 received by the 
Haverhill organisation is one of the 
largest in the south of England. 

The money will go towards in¬ 
stalling floodlights and a modern 
“3G” pitch surface. The new pitch 
will suffer much less wear and tear 
than a traditional grass pitch and 
will mean it can be used every day 
and at all times of year. 

Peter Betts, facilities manager 
and football development officer 
at Haverhill Community Sports 
Association, said: “The big thing is 
there is no 3G in this area so to be 
able to offer that to the local foot¬ 


ball community as a local training 
provider is huge.” 

He said work on the pitch was 
set to begin in April or May and be 
completed by August this year, but 
that the organisation would still be 
open during that time. 

As part of a rigorous application 
process, the association had to de¬ 


velop a five-year plan for increas¬ 
ing community access to its facili¬ 
ties. 

Mr Betts said that in five years 
time “there will be a lot more ac¬ 
tivity, there will be a lot more boys 
and girls accessing football and 
having a level of physical activity, a 
lot more adult players.” 


He said that activities offered by 
the association were set to include 
flexible training in the evenings for 
people who cannot make Satur¬ 
days, “older generation” sessions, 
disability football, and more train¬ 
ing and education for coaches.

Decision day for 
‘eyesore’ flats

Mum celebrates huge weight loss 


AN application to build a 
block of flats branded an 
“eyesore” by residents was 
due to be decided today 

The proposed block of 13 
flats in Haverhill’s Burton 
End has been opposed by 
the town council as well as 
residents in Old Rope Walk 
and Howard Close, who say 
their homes would be over¬ 
looked by the three-storey 
building. 

The proposed flats would 
be just 19 metres from 
homes in Old Rope Walk. 
One resident on the road 
wrote to the borough coun¬ 
cil that the development 
would “significantly reduce 
privacy for residents”. 

She went on: “The pro¬ 
posed development will re¬ 
sult in residents on Howard 
Close and Old Rope Walk 
being unable to enjoy the 
privacy in their gardens 
from which they currently 
benefit. The proposed three- 
storey block will dominate 
the skyline and as such will 
be an eyesore for said neigh-

bouring properties.” 

Two previous applications 
to build blocks of 15 flats 
on the same site have been 
unsuccessful - one was sub¬ 
mitted in November, 2013, 
and withdrawn the follow¬ 
ing fune; the other submit¬ 
ted in September, 2014, 
was refused by the borough 
council last February. 

The refusal was due to 
concerns the development 
would have a negative im¬ 
pact on the appearance of 
the area and make life less 
pleasant for nearby resi¬ 
dents. 

The application, by Prime 
Crest Homes Ltd, has now 
gone to appeal. 

The new application was 
discussed by Haverhill Town 
Council at a meeting of the 
planning committee. The 
town council had previously 
objected to the application 
and several councillors had 


since visited the site. 

Deputy mayor David 
Roach said: “It’s a lot big¬ 
ger site than you think. I 
was quite surprised when 
I looked at it. I couldn’t see 
anything wrong with it.” 

But Cllr Maureen Byrne 
said it was “overdevelop¬ 
ment”. She cited issues such 
as the removal of trees, and 
the traffic problems the de¬ 
velopment could cause. 

She continued: “Although 
they have put a couple of 
things right, I think it’s over¬ 
development. There are 
things on [our list of objec¬ 
tions] that they haven’t done 
and I think we should expect 
them to do that.” 

The town council’s plan¬ 
ning committee voted to 
uphold its objection to the 
plan. 

The application was due 
to go before the borough 
council’s development con¬ 
trol committee today for a 
decision on whether to grant 
permission for the homes to 
be built. 


A HAVERHILL mum of two 
has lost five stones in weight 
and dropped five dress 
sizes. 

Jo Taylor, who lives in 
Stanton Close, decided 
to do something about 
her weight and started to 
attend Slimming World in 
September, 2014.

Digital archive will store 
memories of workplaces

FUTURE generations will be able 
to access a digital archive of inter¬ 
views about the Haverhill work¬ 
place - thanks to the efforts of a 
history group. 

The Haverhill Family History 
Group launched its “Haverhill at 
Work” project earlier this year and 
has been busy filming interviews 
about working life in the town over 
the last 60 years. 

It is hoping to put on an exhibi¬ 
tion about Haverhill employers this 
September - and possibly create a 
documentary from the interview 
footage. 

It will then archive all its video 
and audio recordings of interviews 
so that future historians have ac¬ 
cess to a wealth of information 
about Haverhill working life. 

Chair of the family history group 
Brian Thompson said: “From a so¬ 
cial history point of view it is ex¬ 
tremely important that these mem¬ 
ories are captured as tremendous 
changes have affected the work¬ 
place during this period. 


“The information gathered will 
hopefully provide a valuable in¬ 
sight and a factual source for those 
historians of the future but equally 
it will be of interest to people of all 
ages now. 

“From those who worked dur¬ 
ing these years to those just start¬ 
ing their working life, we hope that 
there will be something for all.” 


Brian and his team have been 
conducting group interviews and 
are about to embark on the second 
stage of the project, which involves 
one-to-one recorded chats about 
workplace memories. 

If you’d like to get involved in a 
group session, the history group 
is planning many more for em¬ 
ployees of companies such as IFF, 


Herberts, Signpost Paints and Gur- 
teens, as well as high street stores 
like Glasswells and Cleales. 

The next group interview is for 
former employees of Project Of¬ 
fice Furniture and will take place 
on Saturday, January 23 at 10am at 
Haverhill Arts Centre.

Broadband gets boost 

SUPERFAST broadband will soon 
be available to more businesses and 
homes. 

The county council has started 
a second round of broadband 
deployment, under the Government’s 
Broadband Delivery UK programme. 

The aim is to extend coverage of 
superfast broadband to 95 per cent 
of Suffolk premises by 2019, with full 
coverage expected by 2020. 

The first round of broadband 
deployment under the Better 
Broadband for Suffolk Programme 
was completed last September. 

It made fibre broadband available to 
105,000 more premises in the county, 
bringing total coverage to around 85 
per cent of Suffolk.

Guard your bank card 

POLICE are urging residents to be 
vigilant after an increase in the number 
of thefts involving bank cards. 

The thieves - who often target older 
people - are known to use a method 
known as “shoulder surfing”, which 
involves watching someone enter their 
PIN number over their shoulder and 
then using distraction techniques to 
take their card. 

Distraction methods in recent thefts 
have included dropping something 
on the floor and telling the victim they 
have dropped something so they 
bend down to pick it up, as well as 
asking for directions or change. 

Members of the public are urged 
to be extra vigilant when using their 
bank cards and to call 101 if they see 
anything suspicious at cashpoints.

‘Our family 
time is finally 
now starting’ 



Two-year-old Sebastian 
Brockenshire-Dyke 
underwent life-chansing 
surgery following a £70,000 
fund-raising campaign which 
captured the hearts of the 
community. 

Reporter Natalie Robinson 
caught up with the family 
just before Christmas to hear 
of the amazing progress the 
little boy is making 

A TODDLER from Snailwell, 
near Newmarket, has been able 
to dance for the very first time 
- after life-changing surgery in 
America. 

When 2-year-old Sebastian 
Brokenshire-Dyke was diag¬ 
nosed with cerebral palsy last 
year, his family feared he would 
spend the rest of his life in a 
wheelchair. 

But this Christmas, after a 
£70,000 campaign to fund cru¬ 
cial treatment, little Seb can 
not only stand up by himself for 
short periods but has started to 
dance, stamping his feet to the 
music. 

And last week he took his first 
steps. 

Seb lives with his mum and 
dad, Lorna and James, and twin 
brother Solomon. 

Lorna said the surgery had 
transformed the family’s hopes 
for the future. 

She said: “Seb was diagnosed 
at 15 months old after failing 
to meet his developmental 
milestones. That was a really 
difficult time for us as a family 
because we didn’t know much 
about the condition - and we

feared the worst.” 

After months of research, 
Lorna stumbled upon a pro¬ 
cedure called Selective Dorsal 
Rhizotomy (SDR), which re¬ 
moves spasticity in the legs and 
enables patients to move more 
freely. 

“When I first heard about it, I 
discounted it because it’s such 
an invasive procedure,” Lorna 
said. 

“I thought it was brilliant, 
but not for my child. But then, 
through Facebook we saw oth¬ 
er families going through the 
same thing. 


“There were children with 
more severe disabilities than 
Seb doing really well. Kids 
that were already confined to 
a wheelchair and largely had 
been written off by their health¬ 
care providers had got up and 
walked.” 

Soon, Lorna was completely 
convinced - and on October 
1 began what they envisaged 
would be a year long campaign 
to raise £70,000 - enough to 
pay for Seb’s surgery in America 
and physio afterwards. 

Their efforts included a 
three-legged marathon, a spon-

sored toddle on Newmarket 
Heath, and Tough Mudder 
events, amongst hundreds 
of others by people up and 
down the country. 

Their marathon raised 
£15,000 - and a place in 
the Guinness World Record 
books - and they reached 
their target in May, five 
months ahead of schedule. 

In October, Seb, Solomon, 
Lorna and James travelled 
to St Louis in the USA with 
“world leader”, Dr Tae Sung 
Park who has done more 
than 3,000 operations of this 
type with a 100 per cent suc¬ 
cess rate. 

Lorna said that while the 
surgery was a complete suc¬ 
cess, the uncertainty was 
how Seb would do in physi¬ 
otherapy. 

She said: “His surgeon 
has predicted that he will 
be an independent walker. 
We have no doubt that is go¬ 
ing to happen, but what we 
don’t know is when it will 
happen or how quickly he 
will achieve the goals he has 
been forecasted. 

“If he puts in the work, 
one day in a few years he 
is going to be similar to his 
brother. That was always 
our biggest, most powerful 
motivator - the fact that we 
had the two of them. 

“But having twins really 
highlighted the differences 
in quite a painful way - that 
was something that moti¬ 
vated us to get the surgery 
and find a solution.” 

Now, just two-and-a-half 
months on, Seb provides 
a new gift often as he pro¬ 
gresses. 

Lorna said: “Since sur¬ 
gery, he has already learnt 
to stand for a few seconds 


by himself. His posture is 
better and he can sit more 
comfortably. His legs just 
move completely differ¬ 
ently. He can swing his leg 
to get up onto something - 
climbing is transformed.” 

And just a few weeks be¬ 
fore Christmas, Seb danced 
for the first time. 

Lorna said: “As a parent of 
a child who has a physical 
disability, you downgrade 
all your expectations to 
shelter yourself from disap¬ 
pointment. 

“You take away the sig¬ 
nificance of that milestone 
because otherwise it’s just 
crushing if you carry on 
thinking about the things he 
can’t do. 

“Then he danced, stamp¬ 
ing in time with the music, 
and it chokes you because 
you just think T didn’t think 
he’d be able to do that’. 

“It’s such a simple pleas¬ 
ure - and we can suddenly 
start ticking the list and put¬ 
ting all these things back on 
there and it’s incredible.” 

Now enjoying a new phys¬ 
io room, renovated for free 
by Mobile Minis UK, Seb is 
ticking off boxes left, right 
and centre. 

Lorna said: “Seb’s surgery 
has reset our family’s future 
as to what we thought it 
would be. 

“Things we imagined do¬ 
ing like walking down the 
beach as a family - just re¬ 
ally simple things but things 
we wanted to do together. 

“They are very important 
and we had them taken 
away from us when he was 
diagnosed. 

“With his condition, by 
ten or early teens, mobility 
declines and they end up 


wheelchair bound. That’s 
just not going to happen 
now with him. He’s not go¬ 
ing to have that premature 
aging. It’s been eliminated 
at two years old.” 

Recently, the NHS has 
announced they have no 
further funding for the sur¬ 
gery in the UK after carrying 
out a clinical trial last year - 
something Lorna feels very 
strongly about. 

“Now every family who 
wants this for their child will 
either have to wait for re¬ 
sults of the clinical trial and 
a decision to routinely fund 
it which is going to be years 
in the making, or their only 
option is to fundraise like 
we did which is really hard,” 
Lorna said. 

“We think it should be 
available on the NHS be¬ 
cause it’s such a life chang¬ 
ing procedure and it’s prov¬ 
en.” 

For now, the Brokenshire- 
Dykes are continuing with 
Seb’s progress and support¬ 
ing other families fundrais¬ 
ing for the same treatment. 

Lorna said: “Last Christ¬ 
mas was really difficult be¬ 
cause we were still coming 
to terms with his diagnosis. 

“There was a massive dif¬ 
ference with what they [Seb 
and Solomon] could both 
do. 

“At Christmas, you look 
ahead at what the next year 
is going to bring and for 
the first time as a family, 
we have nothing but good 
things to look forward to. 

“He is improving every 
week. This is our family time 
finally starting.”

Mayor in sight 
of appeal target 


THE Mayor of Haverhill 
spent all of 2015 fundraising 
for a potentially life-saving 
machine - and she’s almost 
ready to order it. 

Mayor and former nurse 
Cllr Betty McLatchy is de¬ 
termined to buy a £19,000 
hospital-quality ultrasound 
machine, and has already 
raised a whopping £17,000. 

At present, anyone who 
needs an ultrasound scan 
in Haverhill has to make the 
trip to West Suffolk Hospital 
in Bury St Edmunds, which 
can be especially difficult 
for people who have mobil¬ 
ity issues or rely on public 
transport. 

Cllr McLatchy said about 
the machine: “It’s very im¬ 
portant for all organs, but 
aortic aneurysms, which are 
a big killer - it’s very good at 
finding those. 

“It’s instant diagnosis so 
you get straight into the op¬ 
erating theatre.” 

She is hoping to reach her 
fundraising target and or¬ 
der the machine within the

next few months. But she 
won’t stop there and will 
continue to raise money for 
the Haverwell Community 
Wellbeing Fund to ensure 
enough medical staff are 
properly trained to use the 
machine. 

The fund has received 
support from a num¬ 
ber of community groups 
throughout 2015, ranging 
from a charity raffle held at 
the Flying Shuttle pub to a 
£1,600 donation from With - 
ersfield Bowls Club. 

She said: “I’m so proud of 
the people in Haverhill - at 
first they didn’t want any¬ 
thing to do with it!” 

The mayor said the cam¬ 
paign had initially encoun¬ 
tered resistance to the idea 
that they should fund what 
the NHS couldn’t, but peo¬ 
ple had gradually realised 
that the machine would be 
useful to the community. 


“Gone are the days when 
everything was 100 per cent 
free,” she said. 

The purchase of the ul¬ 
trasound machine is one 
of a number of things Cllr 
McLatchy is doing to im¬ 
prove the state of healthcare 
in Haverhill - which has 
faced challenges since the 
town’s walk-in centre was 
closed in 2012. 

She set up an out-of- 
hours first aid clinic for the 
“walking wounded” so that 
people would not have to 
make the trip to Bury St Ed¬ 
munds, and is pleased by 
the recent appointment of 
two paramedics at Haverhill 
GP practices to treat minor 
complaints.

T HE festive season might be drawing to a 
close but theatre-goers in Haverhill can 
expect family fun with a pantomime this 
month.

YOUNG motorists are five times 
more likely to drink and drive if 
their parents do it, according to a 
new study. 

A survey of 251 motorists aged 
1 7-25 found that 37 per cent 
admit to driving when over the 
alcohol limit. 

But among those who said their 
parents drink-drive, 70 per cent 
confessed to also doing it, compared 
to just 14 per cent of those who 
have not seen their parents over the 
limit and behind the wheel. 

Steve Barrett, head of car 
insurance at Churchill, which 
commissioned the research, says: 
"The immediate risks that those 
who drink-drive pose to other 
road-users are widely known and 
very serious, but the knock-on 
impact on younger generations is 
extremely worrying." 

A survey of 2,000 Britons found 
that 29 per cent admit to driving 
the morning after drinking when 
they believed they may still be 
over the legal limit.

Sims set to return to 
British GT in 2016 


ALEXANDER Sims will return to the 
British GT Championship in 2016 for 
a limited run with Barwell Motorsport, 
in addition to another outing in the 
Nurburgring 24 Hours. 

Sims has enjoyed a fruitful rela¬ 
tionship with Barwell, driving for the 
outfit for the past two years, finishing 
runner-up this year. 

And despite being a BMW factory 
driver, the manufacturer has given 
Sims permission to race for Barwell, 
even though they are switching from 
the German marque to become a 


Motorsport 

Lamborghini factory-supported team. 

Sims will miss the first three 
races of the championship, but from 
Silverstone onwards in June, he will 
run in the Lamborghini Huracan with 
Liam Griffin. 

“It all came about very quickly,” 
said West Wratting driver Sims, who 
teamed up with Marco Attard for a full 
campaign in 2015. 

“The team had to go to BMW for 


permission, as I will be driving a 
Lamborghini, and I’m thankful that 
they (BMW) have been very under¬ 
standing and supportive of me doing 
other things.” 

Sims believes the opportunity to 
race in another type of car can only be 
beneficial. 

“Being another GT3 car, the perfor¬ 
mance level is going to be similar to 
the BMW,” he said. 

“It’s no bad thing at all to get more 
experience in a race environment 
behind the wheel of another 


manufacturer’s car. 

“I see my future with BMW but to see 
how other manufacturers do things 
may help me.” 

Fabio Babini will compete in the 
races Sims will miss, and although 
Sims will not be in contention for the 
drivers’ title, he hopes to be able to 
help Griffin claim the crown. 

While the rest of his programme has 
not been officially confirmed, Sims 
expects to race in the N24 on May 
28 and 29, as well as a European GT 
campaign with the new BMW M6.
